You will, 
therefore, save money as well as time by insist- 
ing that your carpenter or builder use regular 
sizes. However, goods made to order will be 
shipped by us as soon as possible in every in- 
stance, but your order cannot be changed or 
countermanded after we have placed it in 
the mill, nor can goods listed in this catalog 
be returned if we fill your order according 
to instructions (with materials) in accordance 
with descriptions in this catalog. 

If you are in a hurry for goods and must 
have them shipped on a certain date and 
state in your order that you must have the goods 
shipped by a definite date, if the conditions in our 
mill at the time will not permit us to make ship- 
ment as wanted by you, we will cancel that por- 
tion of the order and refund your money at once.

Miller Lock Mortiser 

The Miller Hand Mortiser is a machine made especially to cut openings in doors for mortised locks. The time required 
for the complete operation is three minutes for each door, the actual time required to cut the opening being half a minute, and 
the balance of the three minutes is for boring the holes and adjusting the tool to the door. 
The time saved by the Miller Mortiser is at least 500 per cent over the old method with chisel 
and bit, and in addition there is a saving of labor, as it can be operated as skillfully by an 
apprentice as a high-priced journeyman. 

The Mortiser is simple in construction, will not wear out, and requires but very little 
care.

All houses 11x15 or less and with side walls not over 7 ft. 6 in. high are 
made with each side in one section, each end in one section and each side of 
the roof in one section thereby doing away with all joints and making a 
much tighter and stronger job than if composed of many small sections, and 
two men can easily load on team or in a box car any of these sections. After 
much experimenting with pine and redwood, which were not satisfactory for 
portable houses, and actual tests have decided to use the best Cypress as 
a material" for covering the outside of our houses as it is the best for the 
purpose, being free from knots and pitch streaks and is strong and the most 
durable in the market and it takes paint well and is practically vermin proof. 

The rafters are framed together and on this frame is first fastened a 
lining of "Neponset Red Rope," a thoroughly waterproof lining, over which 
is laid our special Cypress roofing giving it the appearance of a shingled roof. 
This roof we warrant perfectly watertight and it will continue to be so under 
all conditions and in all kinds of weather. Where the two sections meet at the 
ridge they are capped by a 2x4 ridge which is milled out to fit down over the 
ridge boards, thus forming a perfect joint, and the two sides of roof and the 
ridge cap are held firmly in place by ornamental brackets and finials shown 
in the cuts. The rafters are notched at the lower end to fit the plate or top 
of side walls and are fastened at the top on inside of building by turnbuckles 
which draw the two sections firmly together, making everything snug and 
tight. 

The side and end walls are formed as follows: First, a frame is made of 
two-inch stock to which are fastened the ribs or studs of Cypress. This frame 
is then lined over which is laid our special siding. The corner joints of .frame 



are constructed to make them air-tight and are held firmly together by three 
four-inch lag screws at each corner. These are screwed in from the inside 
and can be easily removed at any time. The windows have a strong frame 
and are made to slide up and are fitted with spring fasteners which will 
admit of their being locked at any desired point. 

Each gable above the line of the side walls is in one piece and is securely 
fastened to the side walls and roof by screws. There is a hinged sash in each 
gable which is made to swing in and is operated from the floor by a cord 
over a pulley. 

We also make the side walls of Cedar or Spruce clapboards, lined with 
"Neponset Red Rope" paper and stained, instead of Cypress, if desired, at the 
same prices. 

The floor is constructed as follows: The spruce floor joints are framed 
and fastened together and on this frame is laid a floor of planed and matched 
southern pine. This floor is made in sections and is firmly fastened together 
so that the tongue of one section fits into the groove of the other thereby 
leaving no crack in the floor. All floors are made strong enough to carry 
two-ton truck loaded. 

There is a base board at the intersection of side walls with floor sections 
which is put on from the outside after the house is erected, which is screwed 
to the walls and also to the floor timbers, thereby breaking the joint between 
the side walls and floor and binding the whole together. The lower edge of 
side wall frame is rabbeted to receive the base so the water runs over the 
outside instead of behind the base, thus preventing the rottingr of the floor 
timbers.

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Portable Camps 



With a view of meeting the demand of a large class of hunters, canoe- 
ists and campers who are looking for a comfortable place to sleep at night 
as well as a safe place in which to store'their dunnage while absent, we have 
designed this plain, compact and extremely useful and convenient portable 
camp. As will be seen by the accompanying cut, there has been no attempt 
at architectural beauty, but rather to make it as strong and plain as possible. 
There is not an inch of extra space, yet room enough to comfortably dispose 
of four grown persons, giving each a comfortable bed and plenty of fresh 
air, and all in a camp 7 feet by 9 feet which can be erected easily by two men 
in 30 minutes, and as there is nothing to break or get out of order it will last 
a lifetime and can be easily transported as it weighs only about 800 pounds; 
our $45 grade weighs about 400 pounds. 

The feature of this cabin is the open front which is practical and of 
great value as will be seen by the following description: 

The front of the cabin is composed of two hinged sections— one raising 
and forming a roof or protection from the sun and rain, and the other low- 
ering and forming a porch or extension to floor of cabin. The upper portion 
is raised and held in any position by two iron bars in which are holes at 
intervals, which engage in iron pins at sides thereby securely holding them 
in any position desired. There is also a large window in rear of cabin which 
may be raised, giving plenty of ventilation. There is a jointed wire screen 
with strong wooden frame which, when not in use, folds up against the roof 
entirely out of the way, but when desired it entirely covers the upper portion 
of front and is securely fastened on the inside, and as it passes close to the 
iron bars which support the hinged upper part of front it securely locks 
them at any point, thus allowing perfect regulation for ventilation, as in hot 
weather the upper portion of front may be left wide open, while in cool 
weather it may be nearly or wholly closed. The rear window is also fur- 
nished with wire' screen. 

There are four strong woven wire bunks, each 2 feet 4 inches wide 
and 6 feet 2 inches long, attached by strong hinges to the sides of cabin as 
shown in cut, and so arranged that they can be folded up with bedding 
against the walls, thereby giving the whole floor-space when they are 
not in use.
